alleged trick pitcher as to his meth- 
ods. 


The players never ask to have 


the umpire look at the ball for signs 
of trickery. 
Never do they alibi 


when they strike out, that the ball 
has sailed a foot. 


Unquestionably, the pitcher has 


a decided advantage over the bats- 
man who has the wrong mental at- 
titude, who is worrying more about 


the condiiton of the ball than hit- 
ting it. 


That is the basis of the theory 


used by the manager of the club 
who seems able to combat the evils 
of trick pitching.'

"Don't fuss about the ball, 


but hit it. You must swing at 
it to do that. 
Don't let the 


trick pitcher pet you into the 
hole. Take your cut at every 
ball that looks good. Pick on 
the cripple. 
Any pitcher who

jX THE next war, draft dollars and 


property as well as soldiers, urges 


Bernard M. Baruch, former chairman 
of the War Industries Board. 


It is not a new idea. Many others are 


advocating it. Legislation along this line 
recently was proposed in Congress.

Baruch's plan for drafting wealth and 


property includes government fixing of 
all prices. He says: "prices of materials, 
commodities and, in fact, all things would 
be declared fixed as of such a date, and 
it would be illegal either to buy or sell 
1.1 a different price.

excess proportion, if any, of the 


profits in industry and internal revenue 
would go to the prosecution of the war. 


''If such an organization, which we 


were approaching at the end of the war, 
had been put into effect at the beginning, 
the cost of the war in my opinion would 
have been not more than one-half of 
what it was, and there would not have, 
been charges of profiteering and eco- 
nomic chaos after the war."

WASHINGTON—More than twice as many 


navy men have, been killed by accidents since 
the armistice as died in action on American 
ships during the war. 


For the World war years, 1917 and 1918, th-> 


total was 467. 


With the disaster nn the battleship Mississip- 


pi June 12, the post-war toll reached 981. 


During the war the navy lost 10 vessels:— 


a cruiser, a gunboat, a submarine, a collier, twn 
destroyers, two trawlers and two yachts. 


Since the war it has lost nine—eight destroy- 


ers and one tug. 


Indeed, peace-time tragedies in the Anierican 


navy always have been frequent and formid- 
able in proportions, both as to numbers'and the 
amount of damage done.

"Of course there is a specific cause for every 


accident. A court of inquiry may put the blame 
either upon material or personnal. But the very 
officials who fix the blame know there simply 
must be a slip once in a while." 


As for the Mississippi disaster, the prevailing 


belief in naval circles is that compressed air 
failed to clean out the bore of the exploding 
gun—a bit of smouldering waste remained in 
the barrel and ignited tbe powder charge pre- 
maturely.
